noble  submission  of  our  own  great- 
hearted patriot,  for  his  was  a  deeper 
and  darker  wrong.  His  e.\ample  of 
deference  to  the  law  is  more  glorious 
and  of  more  substantial  vulutr  ihan  even 
his  vie  tor  it's — and  it  is  for  you  to  re- 
ward it.  The  cruelty  of  that  ileliberale 
wrong  to  proud  and  Infiy  innocence,  it 
is  yours  to  redress;  the  reproach  of  that 
base  inoratilude  to  a  national  benefac 
tor,  it  is  yours  to  wipe  away.  And 
therefore  do  1  ask  your  votes  for  Win- 
field  Scott. 

Pending  that  prosecution.  Scott  was 
visited  by  a  temptation,  which  who 
but  Scott  would  have  resisted?  The 
people  of  Mexico,  aporeciating  the  vir- 
tues even  of  a  foe,  offered  hiin  a  million 
and  a  quarter  of  dollars  in  cash  and  the 
chief  magistracy  of  the  country.  They 
asked  no  wrong  to  his  own  government. 
Com.  Porter  had  rstabiisheda  precedent 
of  acceptance.  Scott  was  persecuted 
— his  life  long  devot.io,i  rewarded  with 
disgrace — this  would  redress  I'iin. — 
Like  -\ristidep,  his  probity  in  ofTice  had 
kept  him  poor — this  would  enrich  him.

— a  place  among  princes.  Of  course  lie 
accepted  a  situation  so  brillient.  Why 
should  he  noti  Fat  from  it.  He  at 
least  hesitated  ?  Not  a  inom-'iit.  ".My 
life" — such  was  his  sublime  answer — 
"belongs  lo  my  country.  I  would 
rather  be  her  humblest  servitor  llian 
the  mnU'irch  of  earilTs  richest  ein[ure. 
Discarded,  I  will  still  cling  to  her-,  per- 
secuted, wronged,  rt^quited  with  con- 
tumely ami  disgruce,  :i  will  yet  be  my 
glory  lo  live  and  die  for  her."  Is  noi 
this  man  worthy  ol  your  votes'?  \Vo  ild 
you  be  worthy  of  hiin,  if  you  denied 
them  1    For  this  I  ask  your  sufTrage. 

Glorious  as  has  been  bis  military  ca- 
reer, the  civil  life  and  services  of  Scott 
ei^uaily  claim  your  admiration  and 
gratitude.  He  is,  and  has  ever  been, the 
friend  and  advocate  of  peace.

What 
politician,  what  dipinma  ust  was  then 
tonnd  adequate  lo  the  cri-is  '  Si;olt 
alone  was  consid-red.  by  a  l)  -mocrtilic 
administration,  capable  ot  averting  the 
I  storm.  He  did  avert  it.  Without 
army,  without  aid,  singly,  by  tlinl  of 
iiis  own  wisdom  and  eloquence,  he 
saved  '.he  country  Irom  a  war  "vliich, 
had  it  come,  would  have  strained  her 
every  sinew  to  cracking,  aud  made  her 
every  pore  sweat  blood.  Which  of  yonr 
boasted  civilians  can  point  to  such  a 
tri'imph?

back,  never  again  to  be  aroused  lili 
called  up  by  the  last  reville.  Now, 
what  holy  enthusiast,  solicitous  for 
m  irtyrdoin,  is  he  who  tlius  labors  iiiider 
the  dark  shadow  of  the  wings  ot  the  pes- 
tilence  '  Nime  him,  tliut  we  nuv 
bless  him.
